1 . (Currently amended) A washer, comprising a body having

an axis and provided with a first bearing face surface 1 located at one axial 
side and adapted to cooperate with a nut, a second bearing face surface 
located at an opposite axial side and adapted to cooperate with an object, 
at least one third turning resistant surface adapted to cooperate with a thread 

of thea bolt, said body having a radially inner part provided with said turning

resistant surface, a ra dially outer part and at least! one resistive point 
arranged so that when the nut is turned and turns the bolt said body of the 
washer stops the bolt from turning and thereby the nut creates a pull on the 
bolt which elongates the bolt In an axiai direction and applies to said body of 
the washer and to said turning resistant surface a n axial force which 
overcomes the at least one resistive point so that a portton s aid radially outer 
part of said body does not mov e radially or axiallv. whiie said radially Innftr 
part of said body of the washer with said turning resistant surface 
cooperating with the thread of the bolt is allowed to be pulled axially when 
the bolt elongates. 

2. (Currently amended) A washer as defined in claim 1, 
wherein said body has two parts arranged so that on e radially outer part 
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prevents initially an axial displacement of the-i3the rtji_e radially inner part

which is engaged with the bolt, and thereafter said o ne of s ai d pai l a radiallv

outer part is broken at said at least one resistive point under the action of the 
axial force. 

3. (Original) A washer as defined in claim 1 1 , wherein said body 
is formed as a one-piece integral element, which subsequently is broken at 
said at least one resistive point under the action of thej axial force.

wherein sai d body haa two parts w i l h^ o ne of said! parts havmghas a 
deferrable formation which forms said resistive point and is formed so as 
to prevent initially an axial displacement of th esaid radially inngr part which

action of the axial force to allow an axial displacement of the sald radially 
inner part engaged with the bolt relative to the oth e rs aid radially outer part 
of said body. 

5. (Original) A washer as defined in claim 4, wherein said 
formation is formed as a radially outwardly extending skirt-shaped portion. 
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6. (Original) A washer as defined in claim 4, wherein said 
formation is formed as a radially outwardly extending fcnurl-shaped portion.

prevented, and thereafter under the action of the axial force one of said parts 
is axially displaced relative to the other of said parts. 
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8. (Currently amended) A fastener for Connecting two parts 
which constitute an object, comprising a bolt having a thread; a nut 
screwable on said bolt; and a washer to be applied betjveen the nut and the 
object and including a body having an axis and provided with a first bearing

face surface located at one axial side and adapted to cooperate with the nut, 
a second bearing face surface located at an opposite axial side and adapted 
to cooperate with the object, and at least one third turning resistant surface 
adapted to cooperate with the thread of said bolt, said ibody of said washer

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prevents initially an axial displacement of the o th e r said radially inner part 
which is engaged with the bolt, and thereafter said end of said p arts radialfv 
inner part is broken at sard at least one resistive point uhder the action of the 
axial force. 



10. (Currently amended) A fastener as defined in claim 8 t 
wherein said body is formed as a one-piece integral elemen t which Includes 
said parts, which subsequently is broken at said breaking point under the 
action of the axial force. 

11. (Currently amended) A fastener as defined in claim 8, 
wherein said body ha* two parts with one of saidj parts havrnghgg a

deformable formation which forms said resistive point land is formed so as 



to prevent initially an axial displacement of tf resaid rad 



ally inner part which 



Is engaged with the bolt, and thereafter said formation is deformed under the

action of the axial force to allow an axial displacement of th esaid radially 
inner part engaged with the bolt relative to the othe rs aid radially outer part 
of said body. 

12. (Original) A fastener as defined in claim 11, wherein said 
formation is formed as a radially outwardly extending skirt-shaped portion.

that a porti on of said body of the washer is allowed to be pulled axiallv when 
the bolt elongates, wherein said body has two parts which are press fit over 
one another so as to form said resistive point so that ari axial displacement 
of said parts relative to one another is initially prevented, and thereafter 
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under the action of the axial force one of said parts is axially displaced
